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PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1969.  This  includes  an  account  of  the  work 
carried  out  under  various  Acts  of  Parliament  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  Annual  Reports  laid 
down  by  the  Department  of  Health.  I hope  you  will  find  it  to  be 
of  interest. 

Regarding  the  population  of  Blackwell  Rural  District,  there 
have  again  been  fewer  births  this  year  and  also  fewer  deaths.  I am 
glad  to  report  also  that  there  have  been  fewer  illegitimate  births, 
fewer  stillbirths  and  far  fewer  infant  deaths.  For  the  first  time  our 
infant  mortality  rate  is  two  points  below  the  national  figure.  This 
is  very  encouraging  and  even  better  is  the  fact  that  there  was  a big 
drop  in  deaths  of  babies  under  one  month.  Our  death  rate  in  this 
group  was  seven  compared  to  the  national  figure  of  twelve.  All  the 
vital  statistics  compare  very  favourably  with  the  national  figures 
this  year. 

We  have  pressed  on  throughout  the  year  with  the  slum  clear- 
ance programme.  The  very  large  clearance  area  containing  nearly 
300  houses  in  the  centre  of  Shirebrook  was  confirmed  in  the  spring 
and  the  Health  Department  has  been  kept  busy  investigating 
health  hazards  arising  from  the  clearance  of  this  area.  Vandalism 
has  been,  and  still  is,  rife  and  the  main  problems  have  been  ass- 
ociated with  the  sealing  of  drains,  rubbish  dumping,  broken  glass 
and  rubble  and  rodent  control. 

In  November  our  first  smoke  control  order  was  approved  by  the 
Council.  This  covers  a large  area  of  Shirebrook  but,  unfortunately, 
the  order  coincided  with  a crisis  in  the  supplies  of  smokeless  fuel  and 
little  progress  has  been  made  with  this  order. 

Air  pollution  bad  as  it  is,  is  not  the  only  form  of  pollution  about 
which  we  must  be  concerned  these  days.  The  general  pollution  of 
the  environment  is  undoubtedly  the  most  pressing  public  health 
problem  of  to-day.  Scientists  have  gone  so  far  as  to  say  that  man 
is  rapidly  destroying  the  environment  in  which  he  lives  and  certainly 
the  picture  of  life  in  fifty  years  time  produced  on  our  television 
screens  is  somewhat  alarming.  Oceans  and  rivers  are  being 
polluted  by  oil  to  such  an  extent  that  no  fish  can  live;  the  land 
polluted  by  the  tipping  of  indestructable  plastic;  the  air  polluted  not 
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only  by  smoke  but  lethal  fumes  from  innumerable  vehicles  and  noise 
from  innumerable  aircraft.  I feel  that  pollution  in  its  broadest 
aspects  is  a subject  with  which  all  should  be  acquainted  these  days. 

Towards  Christmas  we  were  hit  by  a very  sharp  epidemic  of 
influenza  in  common  with  most  of  the  country.  This  spread  very 
rapidly  and  caused  nine  deaths  in  the  rural  district,  most  of  these 
in  the  elderly  and  ailing.  Fortunately,  it  died  down  as  quickly  as  it 
sprang  into  being  and  the  vast  majority  of  cases  were  quite  mild. 
There  was  no  evidence  that  this  influenza  was  more  serious  or 
caused  more  deaths  than  other  types. 

In  the  autumn  of  1969  a new  Housing  Act  came  into  being. 
This  lays  much  emphasis  on  improvement  and  in  future  I am  sure 
we  must  think  more  about  saving  some  of  our  old  but  stable  property 
and  less  on  demolition.  With  the  enormous  increase  in  building 
costs,  improvement  is  economical  and  also  provides  a reasonable 
house  at  an  intermediate  rent  which  is  very  attractive  to  a lot  of 
people. 

I must  thank  very  sincerely  my  colleagues  in  other  departments 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  preparing  this  report.  I would 
like  particularly  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr. 
Clarkson,  for  his  meticulous  organisation  and  enthusiasm  which 
enabled  the  department  to  run  smoothly  throughout  the  year.

Comments 

There  were  754  births  in  1969,  which  is  a drop  of  37  on  1968. 
There  were  54  illegitimate  births,  twelve  fewer  than  last  year.  Of 
these,  two  thirds  were  male  and  one  third  female.  There  were  12 
infant  deaths,  8 fewer  than  last  year,  and  5 of  these  were  in  the  first 
month  of  life. 
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I am  very  pleased  that  these  statistics  all  compare  favourably 
with  the  national  figures  and  are  all  lower  than  last  years’. 

5 of  the  12  deaths  in  infants  were  in  the  first  24  hours  of  life. 
The  other  7 deaths  under  one  year  were  all  over  the  age  of  one  month. 
Of  these  7,  the  cause  of  death  was  in  no  way  associated  with  birth 
and  5 of  the  cases  died  of  chest  infection. 

Nearly  half  the  infant  deaths  were  in  the  first  24  hours  which 
proves  that  the  first  day  of  life  is  the  most  dangerous.  The  cause 
of  death  in  the  first  24  hours  was  in  every  case  associated  with 
prematurity  and  no  deaths  due  to  birth  injuries  or  infections  were 
recorded  in  this  age  group. 

Unfortunately,  there  was  one  maternal  death  due  to  abortion 
in  a woman  of  47.  This  is  the  first  maternal  death  we  have  had  for 
some  years  and  was  associated  with  other  serious  illness.  I think  I 
should  stress  here,  that  when  women  over  40  become  pregnant,  it  is 
advisable  that  they  should  be  confined  in  hospital.

There  were  fewer  deaths  during  the  year  than  in  1968.  Our 
rate  (corrected)  is  however,  slightly  above  the  national  figure.

There  were  79  more  male  deaths  than  female  and  the  majority 
of  deaths  (183)  for  any  one  age  group  were  over  the  age  of  75.  Three 
quarters  of  all  deaths  were  over  65  years. 

Cancer  caused  a total  of  92  deaths,  37  of  these  in  women.  Lung 
cancer  caused  16  deaths,  15  of  these  were  male  and  one  female.  7 
of  the  total  cancer  deaths  were  in  the  age  group  55-74. 

Coronary  Heart  disease  claimed  104  victims,  the  majority  of 
these  being  male.  11  males  but  no  females  were  under  50.  The 
majority  of  deaths  (77  in  fact)  from  this  cause  were  over  65. 

Circulatory  disease  including  “strokes”  caused  86  deaths.  50 
of  these  were  over  75  and  a further  25  over  the  age  of  65.  This  was 
the  main  cause  of  death  in  old  age. 

Bronchitis  caused  23  deaths,  all  but  4 in  men  over  65.  There 
were  also  27  deaths  from  pneumonia,  again  mainly  in  people  over 
65. 

Accidental  Death  — there  were  14  deaths  from  this  cause,  8 of 
these  due  to  car  accidents,  3 accidental  deaths  were  in  children  under 
14  and  6 were  in  people  over  65. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  very  young  and  the  very  old  are  the 
chief  victims  of  accidents.  There  were  3 suicides  during  the  year, 
all  male  aged  45  upwards. 

Children’s  Deaths 

2 children  died  between  the  ages  of  1 and  4,  one  of  these  from  a 
car  accident.  4 children  died  between  the  ages  of  5 and  14  and  two 
of  these  were  car  accidents.  Of  the  other  two,  one  was  due  to  cancer 
and  one  due  to  kidney  disease.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  meningitis,  food 
poisoning  or  typhoid  fever  notified  during  1969. 

During  the  year  619  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria 
and  302  received  booster  injections. 

Scarlet  Fever 

6 cases  were  notified  all  under  the  age  of  ten.  This  is  a mild 
disease  nowadays  and  seldom  causes  complications. 

Measles 

There  were  75  cases  of  this  nasty  illness  during  the  year,  all 
under  the  age  of  15  and  4 under  one  year. 

Owing  to  withdrawal  of  measles  vaccine  we  were  unable  to  go 
ahead  with  immunisation  against  this  disease  and  we  were  fortunate 
not  to  have  more  cases. 

Infective  Jaundice 

This  is  a virus  disease  with  a long  incubation  period  and  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection.  We  had  11 
cases  during  the  year,  all  except  two  under  35  years  of  age.  This 
is  an  unpleasant  disease  mainly  affecting  young  people  but  it  is 
seldom  fatal  and  I am  glad  to  say  we  had  no  deaths  from  it.  The 
cases  were  sporadic  and  in  most  cases  completely  unconnected  with 
each  other. 

Jaundice  is  one  of  the  infections  which  can  be  minimised  by 
taking  hygiene  precautions  such  as  washing  one’s  hands  before 
eating  and  after  going  to  the  lavatory. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  1 case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  this  was  in  a school 
child.  Immunisation  of  babies  has  certainly  reduced  the  number  of 
cases  of  this  infection. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  3 cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year,  sdl 
in  adults.  Two  were  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  other  bone 
infection.  All  cases  were  visited  and  investigated  but  the  source  of 
infection  was  not  traced.  I am  particularly  glad  to  see  that  no 
case  of  bone  tuberculosis  occurred  in  a child.  I can  remember  the 
days  when  this  was  a common  and  crippling  disease  of  childhood 
and  I think  it  is  a tribute  to  the  public  health  service  in  ensuring 
safe  milk  that  it  has  been  virtually  eliminated. 

There  was  1 death  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  an  an  elderly 
person  but  no  deaths  from  any  other  infectious  disease.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

I am  glad  to  say  that  once  again  no  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year  under  Section  47  of  this  act. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  of  water  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Central 
Notts.  Water  Board,  except  for  23  properties  receiving  water  from 
the  North  East  Derbyshire  Water  Board  and  the  Mid.  Derbyshire 
Water  Board,  and  10  houses  which  are  without  piped  water  supply. 
The  latter  houses  rely  on  well  supplies  which,  while  sufficient  in 
quantity,  tend  to  be  unreliable  in  purity,  and  in  some  cases  it  has 
been  necessary  to  make  arrangements  with  the  owner/occupier  for 
chlorination  of  these  supplies.  These  wells  serve  isolated  properties 
and  are  kept  under  close  supervision  by  the  regular  submission  of 
samples  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  district  supply  of  water  has  continued  to  be  sufficient  and 
satisfactory  although  tending  to  be  hard  water.

Water  Supplies 
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Mr.  Carr,  the  Engineer  to  the  Central  Notts.  Water  Board  has 
very  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  ; 

(fl)  The  water  supply  within  the  area  has  been  generally 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Isolated 
incidents  of  low  pressure  have  occurred  from  time  to  time, 
but  these  have  been  of  a minor  nature. 

(6)  No  contamination  of  supplies  has  occurred  within  the  area, 
(c)  The  water  is  not  likely  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Water  Analysis 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  by  Budby 
Pumping  Station.  Water  supplied  from  here  when  last  analysed 
was  found  to  be  of  suitable  chemical  quality  for  human  consumption, 
domestic  use  and  dairies. 

A few  houses  in  the  south  of  the  area  are  supplied  from  Rushley 
Pumping  Station,  Far  Baulker  Pumping  Station  and  Norman’s 
Hollow  Pumping  Station.  This  water  also  is  of  satisfactory 
constitution. 


HOUSING 

In  1969,  168  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  and  106  by 
private  individuals.  These  give  a total  of  274,  an  increase  of  92 
compared  with  the  previous  year.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  AND  CONVERSIONS 

During  the  year  the  number  of  pail  closets  in  use  has  been 
reduced  from  45  to  36  and  every  opportunity  is  still  being  followed 
in  the  hope  of  eliminating  this  unsuitable  type  of  convenience.  The 
reduction  arises  from  9 pail  closets  being  converted  to  water  carriage 
system. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  number  of  pail  closets  still  in  use  in 
the  parish  of  Ault  Hucknall  where  some  of  the  very  small  hamlets 
are  still  without  satisfactory  provision  for  sewage  disposal.

RAINFALL 

The  total  rainfall  over  the  period  was  28.12  inches  compared 
with  an  average  over  the  previous  ten  years  of  25.50. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 
Pinxton 

A scheme  for  extensions  to  the  Pinxton  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
which  will  also  take  in  sewage  from  the  Selston  area  of  Basford 
R.D.C.  and  will  cater  for  the  Industrial  Site  off  Wharf  Road,  is  still 
awaiting  Ministry  approval. 

Blackwell 

A scheme  for  extensions  to  the  Blackwell  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  was  completed  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  £30,000.  These 
Works  wiU  now  cater  for  an  expected  increase,  due  to  housing  in  the 
Blackwell  area,  of  up  to  25%. 

Rowthorne 

A small  scheme  to  serve  the  village  of  Rowthorne  was  completed 
at  a cost  of  £8,800. 

General 

The  remaining  eleven  Sewage  Disposal  Works  throughout  the 
District  are  operating  in  a satisfactory  manner  but  mining  sub- 
sidence has  again  been  affecting  the  Works  at  Pleasley. 

SEWERAGE 

General 

Routine  inspections  of  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  sewerage  system  which  is  now  serving  99.4%  of 
the  Rural  District  population. 

Palterton 

Periodic  cleansing  is  still  being  carried  out  to  the  6"  and  9" 
sewers  in  Main  Street,  Palterton  pending  final  ground  settlement  in 
the  area  due  to  mining  subsidence  when  the  sewer  will  be  re-layed. 

Blackwell 

Agreement  was  reached  with  the  National  Coal  Board  to  re-lay 
the  sewer  at  Newton  serving  a small  private  estate  which  had  been 
damaged  by  mining  subsidence. 
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ROADS  AND  SEWERS  FOR  HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT 
Blackwell 

A preliminary  scheme  was  completed  for  roads,  footpaths, 
sewers  and  garage  sites  for  the  development  to  serve  79  units  at 
Wire  Lane,  Newton  at  a cost  of  £7,000. 

Shirebrook 

The  roads  and  sewers,  including  unadopted  roads,  to  serve  the 
Pear  Tree  Drive  Estate  of  280  units  were  completed  during  the  year 
at  a cost  of  £86,000. 

Tibshelf 

A scheme  for  roads,  footpaths,  sewers  and  garage  sites  was 
prepared  for  the  proposed  new  housing  site  at  St.  Thomas’  Row, 
Tibshelf  which  is  due  to  take  place  on  demolition  of  the  existing  old 
terraced  houses. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
Pinxton 

The  construction  of  roads  and  sewers  for  the  Industrial  Site  off 
Wharf  Road,  Pinxton  was  completed  at  a cost  of  £16,000  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  all  available  plots  had  been  taken  by  individual 
developers. 

A further  scheme  was  prepared  for  roads  and  sewers  to  serve  a 
new  industrial  site  on  part  of  the  former  Brookhill  Colliery  ground 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £30,000.  A scheme  was  also  prepared  to 
convert  the  former  National  Coal  Board  Pithead  Baths  and  Canteen 
at  Brookhill  Colliery  to  industrial  premises. 

Tibshelf 

Surveys  were  carried  out  on  the  former  Tibshelf  CoUiery  site  at 
Sawpit  Lane  with  a view  to  it  being  used  for  industrial  development.

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REPORT  OF 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I must  apologise  for  intruding  into  this  Annual  Report,  which 
is  really  the  province  of  my  predecessor.  However,  as  he  left  on 
retirement  early  in  the  New  Year,  he  was  unable  to  make  his  usual 
report. 

This  is  unfortunate,  as  I feel  that  a comparison  of  conditions 
over  his  years  with  the  authority  (1935-70)  would  have  been  both 
revealing  and  instructive.  The  transition  from  contract  refuse 
collection  by  horse  and  cart,  the  clearance  of  several  hundred  unfit 
houses,  the  improvement  in  water  supplies,  sewerage,  milk  supplies 
and  food  hygiene,  all  bear  testimony  to  the  work  performed  by  such 
men  as  Robert  Clarkson,  and  I am  sure  that  the  members  appreciate 
this. 

During  the  year  under  review,  perhaps  the  largest  step  forward 
was  the  submission  of  our  first  Smoke  Control  Order,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a steady  progression  will  ensure. 

So  far  as  refuse  collection  is  concerned,  this  was  satisfactorily 
carried  out  once  again,  and  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  district 
foremen  and  workmen  for  their  endeavours  in  keeping  the  service 
running  smoothly.  The  only  problem  in  refuse  collection  was  the 
disappointing  results  of  trial  plastic  bins,  which  again  had  several 
failures,  requiring  renewal  under  guarantee.  Undoubtedly,  the 
plastic  bin  is  much  lighter,  but  if  its  basic  strength  is  in  question 
then  the  overall  benefits  are  reduced  accordingly. 

The  staff  again  worked  well  together  and  achieved  much,  and 
it  is  perhaps  significant  to  note  that  no  changes  in  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate  have  taken  place  since  1958. 

The  helpful  support  and  co-operation  from  members  of  the 
Council  has  again  been  appreciated,  as  has  the  ready  assistance  of 
other  departments  throughout  the  year.

HOUSING 

There  was  substantial  progress  during  this  year  in  the  removal  of 
unfit  properties  and  the  provision  of  better  housing  accommodation. 
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which  resulted  in  the  demolition  or  closure  of  1 15  and  the  re-housing 
of  147  families  affecting  533  persons. 

Much  of  this  work  was  concentrated  on  Shirebrook  and 
included  the  holding  of  a Public  Inquiry  in  respect  of  Clearance 
Area  No.  84,  which  was  subsequently  confirmed  with  minor  amend- 
ments. This  area  included  258  unfit  houses  and  will  eventually 
culminate  in  substantial  re-development  of  the  centre  of  this  Parish 
work  which  is  long  overdue. 

Two  other  Clearance  Areas  were  represented  — No.  87  (Lincoln 
Street  and  Brooke  Street,  Tibshelf)  and  No.  88  (Victoria  Street, 
Market  Street  and  Portland  Road,  Shirebrook),  and  after  some 
negotiations  the  National  Coal  Board  accepted  Demolition  Orders  in 
respect  of  Old  Terrace,  Pleasley,  and  part  of  Vemey  Street,  New 
Houghton. 

This  work  along  with  other  Orders  previously  made,  leaves  the 
Council  with  a very  substantial  programme  for  providing  alternative 
accommodation  for  affected  families  and  the  time  has  arrived  when 
there  must  be  a substantial  increase  in  the  provision  of  new  Council 
houses. 

Other  work  included  the  demolition  of  114  houses  and  the 
closing  of  1 house.  One  house  was  demolished  to  provide  for  new 
development,  one  other  house  in  a remote  part  was  demolished  as 
being  obsolete,  and  in  another  case  2 houses  were  converted  into 
one.  A total  of  147  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year  — 
from  unfit  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  and  houses  subject  to  Demo- 
lition and  Closing  Orders. 

Repair  work  was  completed  at  four  houses,  following  default  in 
compliance  with  Statutory  Notices  at  a cost  of  £1,018  6s.  5d. 

A detailed  statement  is  set  out  below  of  cases  in  hand,  along 
with  statistics  showing  progress  under  the  various  headings.

OVERCROWDING 


During  the  year,  four  outstanding  cases  were  resolved  by  re- 
housing or  natural  decline,  and  this  problem  can  be  said  to  be  greatly 
reduced  by  progressive  housing  policies. 
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Improvement  of  Houses  : 

The  policy  of  systematically  examining  various  parts  of  the 
district,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  following  the  receipt  of  Circular  42/62  has 
continued,  and  considerable  work  has  been  undertaken  in  recent 
years,  particularly  by  the  National  Coal  Board,  most  recently  in 
Shirebrook  Model  Village,  where  496  houses  have  been  under 
improvement  schemes. 

Shirebrook  Central  Area  ; 

Work  in  this  area  is  proceeding  on  the  basis  of  the  Special 
Report  submitted  in  1960,  with  some  amendments.  As  mentioned 
in  previous  reports  there  has  been  very  little  progress  with  the 
improvement  of  houses  and  in  consequence  the  areas  for  clearance 
have  been  increased. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  almost  600  houses  had  been  dealt  with 
or  represented  for  clearance  — this  is  one-third  of  the  houses  in  this 
area  and  when  re-housing  and  demolition  has  taken  place  it  will 
allow  for  the  re-planning  and  re-building  of  the  centre  of  this,  the 
largest  parish  in  the  district.

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This  disinfestation  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  trained 
staff  and  mainly  consists  of  using  suitable  vermicides  and  spraying 
under  pressure.  Vermicides  used  include  Cooper’s  Multi-Spray, 
Gammexane,  D.D.T.  Lindane  and  Dieldrin,  and  Arkotine  for 
Ermine  Moth. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

All  animals  slaughtered  for  food  continue  to  be  examined  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  and  the 
Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966.  The  latter 
Regulations  became  operative  from  the  30th  September,  1966,  and 
for  the  first  time  provided  the  Council  with  some  power  to  control 
the  hours  of  slaughtering.  After  consultation  with  the  trade,  hours 
of  slaughter  were  agreed  and  whilst  these  allow  for  slaughtering  on 
two  evenings  to  7.00  p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  to  1.00  p.m.  they  are  a 
substantial  improvement.  Sunday  slaughtering  has  now  been 
eliminated  and  the  amount  of  work  by  Inspectors  outside  normal 
hours  has  been  reduced.  It  is  still,  however,  necessary  to  maintain 
a rota  system  of  Inspectors  to  deal  with  work  outside  normal  hours

All  these  premises  have  had  a detailed  inspection  since  these 
Regulations  became  operative  and  routine  inspections  are  main- 
tained on  a regular  basis  — 905  inspections  being  made  during  the 
year  under  review.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS,  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY 
VEHICLES)  REGULATIONS  1966 

These  and  the  Amendment  Regulations  became  operative  from 
the  1st  January  1967,  and  provide  for  improved  control  of  this  class 
of  food  trader. 

After  careful  consideration  had  been  given  to  the  interpretation 
and  operation  of  these  Regulations,  and  after  consultation  with 
adjoining  authorities  to  ensure  uniform  action,  circular  letters  were 
issued  to  all  known  stall  holders  and  traders  using  mobile  vans. 
These  circulars  drew  attention  to  the  Regulation,  included  infor- 
mation regarding  fittings  for  mobile  vans  and  booklet  summaries 
of  the  Regulations. 

During  the  year  609  inspections  have  been  made  of  market 
stalls  and  mobile  vans,  and  6 preliminary  notices  served.  No

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

During  the  year  complaints  regarding  food  supplies  have  been 
received  and  dealt  with  as  follows  : —

Sitophila  — (a  harmless  mould)  — warning  to  supppliers  and 
bakers. 

{e)  Earwig  in  cornish  pasty  — warning  given  to  bakery. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  authority  for  this  area  is  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  and  sampling  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
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County  Analyst,  who  has  very  kindly  supplied  the  following  details 
of  work  carried  out  within  the  district  : — 

‘Two  samples  of  Pork  Sausage  contained  permitted  preserv- 
ative, but  the  presence  of  preservative  was  not  declared.  In  each 
case  the  vendor  was  cautioned.  All  other  samples  were  classed  as 
satisfactory. 

Five  consumer  complaints  were  also  submitted  for  examination. 
Two  samples  of  bread  were  examined:  one  sample  was  mouldy;  the 
other  contained  a fragment  of  metal,  but  this  had  not  been  baked 
into  the  bread.  Two  samples  of  milk  containing  algal  matter  were 
submitted.  One  sample  of  sugar  contained  salt'. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  district  engaged  in  killing  and 
dressing  table  poultry,  so  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  put  into 
practice  the  recommendations  set  out  in  Circular  22/61,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  poultry  retailed  within  the 
district. 

MILK  DISTRIBUTION 

The  sale  of  loose  raw  milk  has  been  prohibited  in  this  area  since 
January,  1955. 

There  are  56  registered  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area,  18 
inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  samples  examined 
as  below.  The  whole  of  the  pasteurised  milk  is  now  processed 
outside  the  district.  There  are  4 farmers  in  the  area  who  produce 
and/or  retail  raw  T.T.  milk,  and  a large  proportion  of  this  milk  is 
sold  in  adjoining  areas.  Three  complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles  were 
made  and  investigated  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.  This 
resulted  in  cautions  to  the  dairies  concerned. 

A system  of  sampling  milk  as  a check  on  distribution  and  to 
satisfy  the  District  Council  that  this  important  food  is  receiving 
adequate  supervision  has  continued — 49  samples  being  examined

Brucellosis  — Circular  17/66 

Following  the  receipt  of  this  Circular  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  routine  sampling  of  untreated  T.T.  milk  retailed,  and/or 
produced  within  the  area.  These  arrangements  have  continued  and 
17  samples  have  been  examined  by  the  Ring  Test  method  and  all 
reported  negative. 

During  the  last  3 years  the  position  has  improved,  chiefly  by 
farmers  changing  their  methods  of  sending  all  milk  for  pasteurisation, 
so  that  now  only  4 farmers  produce  raw  T.T.  milk  and  two  of  these 
retail  their  production  in  adjoining  areas.  One  distributor  brings  a 
small  quantity  of  this  class  of  milk  into  the  area  from  an  adjoining 
district. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Whilst  a substantial  number  of  complaints  have  been  received 
regarding  rat  infestation  they  have  all  been  of  a fairly  minor 
character  and  no  heavy  infestation  has  been  noted  in  the  District 
during  the  period  under  review.  The  Council’s  refuse  tips  and 
sewage  works  have  continued  to  receive  regular  inspections  and 
have  been  kept  under  reasonable  control. 

Sewer  treatments  have  continued  with  the  use  of  sodium 
fluoracetamide  (direct  baiting)  and  in  order  to  overcome  staff 
difficulties  Rentokil  of  Nottingham  was  employed  to  carry  out  one 
treatment  under  local  authority  supervision. 

The  poison  most  commonly  used  has  been  Warfarin  but 
Racumin  dust  was  again  successfully  used  in  some  cases. 

The  District  Council  has  offered  a Contract  System  in  respect  of 
farm  and  similar  premises  and  during  the  year,  13  contracts  were 
signed  and  the  necessary  treatments  carried  out.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  1960 

There  are  2 site  licences  in  respect  of  individual  caravans  and 
these  have  caused  no  difficulty. 

Difficulties  still  arise,  from  time  to  time,  by  unauthorised 
camping  by  gypsy  type  families  and  whilst  these  have  not  been  so 
great  as  in  the  past  years  it  has  nevertheless  been  necessary  to  move 
living  vans  and  it  has  needed  120  visits  by  Inspectors.  Generally 
this  is  most  unpleasant,  but  if  not  carried  out  promptly  serious 
public  health  nuisance  do  arise.  The  co-operation  of  the  Police  in 
dealing  with  these  problems  is  appreciated. 

The  smaller  number  of  vans  using  unauthorised  sites  arises 
from  the  policy  of  securing  the  fencing  of  sites  likely  to  be  used  and 
the  policy  of  the  Committee  that  such  vans  should  be  moved  as 
quickly  as  possible.

The  supervision  of  these  premises  continues,  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Derbyshire  Fire  Service,  and  electrical  certificates 
are  obtained  before  licences  are  renewed.  All  tanks  which  have 
been  positioned  over  20  years  are  subject  to  regular  testing.  During 
the  year  no  tanks  were  tested. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

Industrial  smoke  and  pollution  continues  to  be  controlled,  with 
very  little  nuisance  arising.  Timed  smoke  observations  have  been 
made  on  8 occasions  and  no  contravention  of  the  Regulations 
noted. 

The  colliery  spoilbanks  continue  to  be  regularly  examin  ed,  and 
for  this  purpose  15  inspections  were  made.  The  spoilbanks  have 
been  well  maintained,  the  only  one  needing  special  attention  being 
the  old  spoilbank  at  the  Langwith  Colliery  where  a serious  fire  broke 
out  6 years  ago.  The  position  here  continues  to  improve  and  the 
nuisance  has  been  kept  to  a minimum. 

All  spoilbanks  within  the  district  come  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Area  Civil  Engineer  and  visits  are  arranged  in 
co-operation  with  his  department. 

During  the  year,  the  survey  of  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  1 
(Shirebrook)  was  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation.  This  contains 
1,185  dwellings  and  some  industrial  and  commercial  premises,  and 
is  timed  to  come  into  operation  from  September,  1971.

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LEAD  PEROXIDE  INSTRUMENTS 

These  are  specially  coated  cylinders  which  record  the  amount  of 
sulphur  in  the  atmosphere.  The  readings  represent  milligrammes 
per  100  square  centimetres  per  day.  These  sulphur  readings,  due 
to  the  position  of  the  instruments,  reflect  to  a large  extent  the  degree 
of  pollution  from  domestic  sources  i.e.  the  open  fires  of  private 
householders.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Work  under  this  Act  is  largely  dealt  with  by  one  Technical 
Officer,  who  is  also  responsible  for  other  operations  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s work. 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  177.  The  systematic  survey  to  deal  with  unregistered  premises 
has  been  continued  during  1969.  Up  to  date  enquiries  have  been 
made  at  148  premises. 

All  premises  have  had  an  initial  inspection  and  during  the  year 
94  inspections  have  been  made  including  initial  surveys  and  re- 
inspections. During  the  year  4 Informal  Notices  have  been  served 
regarding  contraventions  and  all  these  have  been  complied  with. 
A summary  of  the  contraventions  found  and  dealt  with  is  set  out 
below.

SHIREBROOK  MARKET 

This  market,  which  continues  to  be  held  each  Friday,  is 
privately  owned.  For  some  years  a kiosk  has  been  in  use  to  provide 
stall  holders  with  hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  sink  and  wash  basins 
and  electric  lighting  for  the  various  stalls.  Bins  are  provided  for 
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the  storage  of  refuse  and  the  market  area  is  cleansed  on  completion 
of  trading  by  the  District  Council  at  the  cost  of  the  owners.  These 
arrangements  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

There  are  now  only  9 stalls  retailing  food  and  a large  proportion 
of  this  is  pre-packed.  One  stall  retails  fresh  meat  and  one  retails 
wet  fish. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  1960 

Eight  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  noise  nuisance 
arising  from  ; — 

{a)  The  use  of  a discotheque  in  public  houses. 

{b)  Noisy  neighbours. 

(c)  Barking  dog. 

(d)  The  test  blasting  at  Explosive  and  Chemical  Works. 

The  first  three  complaints  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by 
informal  action,  and  definite  improvements  were  secured.  Un- 
fortunately in  the  noise  arising  from  test  blasting  the  position  of 
these  works  is  such,  in  relation  to  a number  of  dwellinghouses,  that 
some  discomfort  will  arise  depending  on  the  frequency  with  which 
tests  are  carried  out. 


COMPLAINTS 

A total  of  847  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  (386 
at  the  South  Normanton  Office  and  461  at  the  Shirebrook  Office). 
This  compared  with  764  dealt  with  in  1968.

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EDUCATIONAL  PUBLICITY 

This  scheme  has  continued  as  in  previous  years  although  only 
one  lecture  was  given  during  the  year.

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  71  lectures 
have  been  given,  and  I appreciate  the  effort  made  by  the  staff, 
often  outside  normal  hours,  particularly  Messrs.  Singleton,  Eite  and 
Price.

ASHBINS  — SUPPLY  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF 

The  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  defective  bins  as  a rate  charge, 
adopted  as  from  1st  April,  1951,  continues  to  work  smoothly.  It 
ensures  that  the  renewal  of  ashbins  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and 
saves  many  needless  visits  by  Inspectors.  Details  of  the  bins

An  experiment  to  provide  moulded  polythene  bins  in  Langwith 

Colliery  village  has  continued,  and  though  the  bins  have  been 
largely  accepted,  it  is  unfortunate  that  due  to  faulty  polymerisation, 
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a considerable  number  of  replacements  were  necessary  during  the 
year. 

The  lighter  weight  of  this  type  of  bin  is  appreciated  by  the 
workmen,  but  in  certain  situations,  the  bins  are  unsuitable  and 
galvanised  bins  are  used  instead.  These  are  of  course  somewhat 
heavier,  but  have  a considerable  life,  often  considerably  in  excess  of 
their  rated  10  years. 

Apart  from  the  experimental  use  of  polythene  bins  the  policy 
for  the  rest  of  the  district  has  been  to  continue  the  use  of  the  Sims 
Universal  Longer  Life  Panel  Bins  (Sj  cub.  ft.).  These  have  now 
been  used  for  the  past  6 years  and  have  been  found  very  satisfactory. 
The  system  of  keeping  a check  on  all  cases  continues  and  assessed 
compensation  is  charged  in  all  cases  of  neglect  or  misuse. 

LITTER  ACT,  1955 

There  are  186  litter  bins  in  use  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 
This  number  includes  16  which  carry  advertisement  plates,  which 
are  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Company  dealing  with  the 
advertisements.  All  bins  are  cleaned  twice  weekly  and  more 
frequently  if  the  need  arises. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  1967 

REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE  REGULATIONS,  1967 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  VEHICLES  REGULATIONS,  1968 

Arrangements  have  been  made,  and  publicised,  for  four  of  the 
Council’s  refuse  tips  to  be  available  for  the  reception  of  bulky 
household  refuse  and  for  limited  quantities  of  business  and  trade 
refuse  on  payment  of  a small  fee. 

In  addition  it  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  collect  bulky  house- 
hold refuse  free  of  charge  and  where  this  cannot  be  taken  on  the 
normal  collection,  arrangements  are  made  for  a special  collection. 
Old  cars  which  are  still  ‘runners’  will  be  accepted  free  of  charge 
at  the  Council’s  Cleansing  Depots  at  Shirebrook  or  South  Norman- 
ton,  and  vehicles  which  are  wrecked  will  be  removed,  on  request 
by  the  District  Council  at  a cost  of  50/-. 

During  the  year  15  cases  were  dealt  with  (10  as  wrecks,  5 by 
request). 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  deal  with  some 
55  cases  of  wrecked  and  abandoned  vehicles  and  whilst  this  has  been 
satisfactorily  accomplished  there  are  signs  that  the  number  of  cases 
under  this  heading  axe  likely  are  increasing.  It  is  not  always 
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possible  to  recover  the  cost  of  this  work  and  in  most  cases  where 
vehicles  are  abandoned  the  tracing  of  ownership  is  almost 
impossible. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  direct 
labour  in  the  whole  of  the  rural  district. 


Cleansing  Costs  : 

The  figures  set  out  below  have  been  extracted  for  general 
information  from  the  Public  Cleansing  Costs  Return,  published  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Comparision  of 
costs  is  difficult  as  the  extent  of  the  service  provided  varies.

A weekly  service  is  provided  for  the  cleansing  of  ashbins  and 
closet  pails.  Cesspools  are  cleansed  on  a quarterly  basis  and  where 
desirable  shop  and  trade  premises  receive  a separate  weekly 
collection  for  the  removal  of  salvage.  This  work,  undertaken  by  the 
above  vehicles,  has  required  journeys  totalling  45,877  miles  and 
5,458  loads  of  refuse  have  been  dealt  with.  Unfortunately  it  is  not 
possible  to  express  the  quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with  in  tons. 

Weighing  facilities  are  not  provided,  and  other  weighing 
machines  are  not  available  within  reasonably  distances.  Whilst 
the  nature  of  the  refuse  tends  to  change,  as  in  other  parts  of  the 
Country,  it  is  still  heavier  than  average  as  a result  of  the  extensive 
use  of  miners  concessionary  coal  and  the  absence  of  Smoke  Control 
Areas. 

The  number  of  man/hours  lost  as  a result  of  sickness,  accidents 
and  absenteeism  without  reasonable  cause  amounted  to  13,146 
equivalent  to  329  weeks. 

Dustbins  of  3^  cub.  ft.  capacity  are  in  general  use.  For 
comments  regarding  polythene  bins  see  section  deahng  with  supply 
and  maintenance  of  dustbins.

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Disposal  : 

Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by  tipping  with  the  maximum 
control  possible.  Fordson  Muledozers  are  used  on  the  tip  for 
trimming  and  consolidating  the  refuse  and,  whilst  it  is  frequently 
difficult  to  obtain  as  much  covering  material  as  desired,  it  is  found 
that  these  machines,  in  trained  hands,  do  an  exceptionally  good 
job  and  that,  with  the  material  available,  the  tips  are  maintained 
in  quite  a good  condition.

7.  Main  Street,  Newton — 681  loads  (total  at  this  site  since 
commencement  in  November  1967 — 1,594  loads).

Protective  Clothing  : 

The  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  protective  clothing  to 
workmen  have  continued  on  the  same  basis  as  for  the  past  few  years. 
This  allows  for  the  issue  of  2 pairs  of  overalls  per  workman  per  year, 
for  the  issue  of  gloves  as  required,  and  for  the  issue  of  donkey 
jackets  every  2-4  years  as  required.  This  issue  appears  to  be 
adequate  and  there  has  been  no  complaint  from  the  workmen.

The  income  from  salvage  is  the  highest  since  this  work  was 
commenced  and  reflects  credit  on  the  organisation,  the  co-operation 
of  the  workmen  and  the  response  of  many  householders  in  keeping 
this  paper  separate  from  other  waste.  Sales  of  waste  paper  have 
increased  2%  during  the  past  year,  and  9%  over  the  past  5 years. 

Trailers  are  used  with  refuse  vehicles  to  collect  clean  waste 
paper  from  householders  and  there  are  special  collections  of  this 
waste  from  shop  and  business  premises.  All  workmen  engaged  on 
cleansing  received  a bonus  (evenly  divided  amongst  the  number  of 
men  employed)  of  20%  of  the  gross  salvage  income  paid  on  a 
monthly  basis. 

Two  depots  are  used  for  storing,  sorting  and  bahng  paper  and 
each  depot  is  provided  with  electrically  operated  cranes  for  hfting 
completed  bales  and  loading  lorries.  Brierley  and  Kershaw  twin 
screw  presses  are  used  for  paper  bahng. 
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Salvage  work  is  an  essential  part  of  the  Council’s  Scheme  for 
dealing  with  removal  and  disposal  of  refuse. 
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MOTOR  VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

This  section  is  responsible  for  the  purchase,  servicing,  repair 
and  maintenance  of  all  Council  vehicles.  The  servicing  and  repair 
work  continues  to  be  dealt  with  by  Mr.  T.  Truswell  at  the  South 
Normanton  Depot.  He  has  been  responsible  for  this  work  since 
the  scheme  started  in  1952.  The  continuity  of  service  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  mechanic  is  very  largely  responsible  for  the 
section.  An  apprentice  mechanic  was  appointed  in  November  1969. 

SUMMARY  OF  VEHICLES  AND  EQUIPMENT  MAINTAINED
